Tnx to John Sehring, WB2EQG for his reply to my question about a Drake R-4A 
rcvr with a too-fast AVC release time. 


>Check for leaky caps anywhere in the AVC line & also gassy AVC-controlled 
>tube(s) . 

>How does the AVC ct not agree w/schematic? Drake was famous for making 
>undocumented changes but do you have orig. manual or a copy? 


Upon closer inspection, it appears that 2 capacitors had been added across 
two AVC caps so neatly that they looked original. I guess a previous owner 
also found the 'slow' release time was too fast. A .05 was added across the 
.001 'fast' cap, and a .47 was added across the original .47 'slow' cap. No 
appreciable difference when I removed them, so the problem is elsewhere. 

I did check the AVC caps for leakage, but no tube checking/substitution yet. 
The AVC pops a bit on attack, and both releases are too fast, particularly 
when compared to an R-4. 


This R-4A (ser.d4 6268R) appears to be a late model - ss AVC amp and 1N270 
product detector. The original manual I have is correct for the radio. The 
R-4 sounds a lot smoother, possibly due also to the tube product detector. 
Any other opinions?

Phil...I have the data sheets on the AX-9909 


give me your address and i will eventually get around to sending a copy.. 
it typically takes me two weeks to do anything... 


or ask me what you want to know and i will answer via email much faster 
You can just use your 811-A's in place of the 809's no mods needed and 


works just fine.. as long as they are 811-A's not 811's. 


I always recommend you just bite the bullet and get a pair of the original 
tubes. A new set will last you 10 or 20 years.. they are a very rugged tube 


designed for mobile service. 
If you have to use something cheaper then consider this: 


4-150's are so nearly identical electrically that there just isn't any 


better replacement...a single 4-250 has been used also. It is quite 
possible to bend up a little sheet metal deck to replace the one the 
AX-9909 sockets are mounted on... put your air system 4-150 sockets ( pair) 


or 4-250 (single) socket (s) on that 
and put in it all in place of the old deck using the same screw holes. 


Then you can go back to original anytime with no damage. 


Close off the open back of the shield between the PA and the driver with 
some non conductive material like fiberglass PC board or lexan.. this could 
even be taped in place... 

. and replace the goofy phono motor fan with a hefty muffin fan.. to 
pressurize the tubes with cooling air...make a similar top for the PA 
enclosure and mount the tube chimneys ( plastic) to it.. so all the cooling 
air exhausts up through the tubes...run the plate lead through the back of 
the pa enclosure ( that is why it is insulating material) to the RF choke 
and tank circuit. 


Remember the 4-150 's and 4-250 use exactly 6.0 volts on the filaments... 
not 6.3... So use an appropriate dropping resistor or your tube life will 
be very short. 


Using a single 4-250 will reduce your parts count...and take up less 
room... however the 4-150's are commonly available very cheaply...free to $ 
15 or $ 20 each depending on your luck....and the 4-250's are pricey. 


I haven't researched the numbers on the 4-250...but have been told it 
works... the 4-150s are as perfect a match as can be had. 


don't bother using 4-65's.. they will fit in the socket and can be made to 
work.. but they want about 2,000 volts on the plate to be efficient... and 
with only 900 volts B+ in the champ you end up with a 100 watts output and 
a bad impedance match for the modulator to boot. ( Been there done that 
trust me.) 


You should be getting 200 watts out with the AX-9909's or the 4-150's... 
and with the latter the limiting factor is the power supply itself not the 
tubes...build an outboard P.S. for the modulator and you could run 300 
watts output... same as a globe king.

I have an NC-200 that has its limiter control removed and a small lamp installed 
in the hole. I would like to put it back to original condition. This will 
require an appropriate knob and the small metal disc that goes behind the knob. 


The correct knob is rectangular, bakelite and measures 1/2" wide, 1-1/4" long 
and 3/4" tall. It also has a small metal pointer. 


The 1-3/4" diameter metal disc has the numbers 1-10 spaced around 270 degrees 
and the word, LIMITER (duh!) at the bottom. A similar disc with a different 
word would be fine as I can always re-letter it. 


If anyone has a parts rig (NC-200 or NC-2-40C/D), I would sure like to know.

Sparks, Sparkettes, and Sparkees; 


John Sehring makes a useful arguement for treacking down QRN which is the 
result of arcing and corona discharge on 4, 12 or higher KV distribution 


lines. However, not all QRN has significant energy at high HF thru VHF/UHF 
frequencies to take advantage of the directional characteristics of a small 
yagi antenna for example. The classic cause for lower frequency QRN is 
rectification of power line induced currents in corroded utility pole 
hardware and ground connections. Signal strength measurements with a 
variable "deafness" receiver is the only useful method for finding lower 
frequency QRN. A small AM portable works wonders because you can identify 
a noise source by listening for its characteristic sound. Using a Grunding 
Yacht Boy 400 multiband portable I went hunting for a 6 Mc noise source by 
driving a cross hatch pattern for several city blocks. I eventually 
developed a circle pattern at the edge of noise fade out. I drove to the 
center of the circle and ended up in a trailer park where I located a pole 
that was emitting the same characteristic noise but barely readable at 28 
Mc. A couple of days later the utility company trouble shooter showed up 
with his 318 Mc direction finding receiver and clould hear nothing at my 
location. I took him to the faulty pole and then he could hear the same 
offending noise. When he went to adjacent poles he heard noises but not 
the one I was compalining about. The only way he could have found the 
noise with his UHF receiver would have been by trancendental meditation and 
enough luck to win the lottery. Chasing QRN, like pounding brass, is still 
an art and practice yields more results than theorey.

Hi gang! 
It has taken more than expected (four long weeks!), but yesterday I was 


able to check my RA-117 with ALL the tubes/valves inside (my unit uses 25, 
three of them 6688, which I had not in stock)... By the way, I think I have 


a RA-117A, because V24, a diode tube, is not present in my receiver and 
this change is only present in the RA-117A schematics. V20 is also factory 
replaced by SS rectifiers. My unit is from about 1971, as it has lots of 
components with mid 1971 dates. 


Well, once I powered the set, I started the easy way: looking for local MW 


BC stations. YES, they were there!!!. So the 6688 mixers were working fine 
:-). From the small speaker in the set, I got clear and loud local MW BC 
stations. Then I checked other Mc bands... and NOTHING :-(!... Until I 


discovered the trick, the RF TUNE knob :-)!. Once carefully adjusted (it 
has a definite peak), I received signals up to 21 Mc without trouble and 
with good sensitivity, very similar to the Collins 75S-3B I have in my 
shack. It is almost incredible that a set which arrived without any 
tube/valve is performing so well without any alignment. A really good 
engineering work!. I have managed to locate an RA-117 manual, so I'll do 
some checks in order to find how good is the current alignment and will 
post the results. I plan to compare it also to the R-390A. 


Please, any hint about the alignment of this set or any other info will be 
welcomed.
